T WO developments 
in Stoke Newington 
are set to deliver 
hundreds of new 
homes for residents. 

At Kings Crescent 
Estate - located between 
Brownswood Road, Green 
Lanes and Queens Drive - 
the Council, in partnership 
with Higgins Construction, 
is demolishing existing 
housing and building 
new properties in order 
to increase the number of 
Council homes for social 
renting from 195 to 275. 

This will also provide 
115 new shared ownership 
homes, and 376 for private 
sale to help pay for the 
works, in the absence of 
government funding. 

Kings Crescent is the 
only Council and resident- 
led regeneration estate in 
London to combine the 
refurbishment of existing 
Council blocks with the 
construction of new homes 
for social rent, shared 
ownership and private sale. 
Steve Leakey, Managing 


Director of Higgins 
Construction, said: “Kings 
Crescent is one of our 
flagship developments and is 
an excellent example of how 
we are working with the 
local community to ensure 
that we employ local labour 
and deliver a project that 
existing and future residents 
will be proud of.” 

Also in Stoke Newington, 
Aikin Court on Barbauld 
Road, is being demolished 


after being partially empty 
for several years, due to 
subsidence and other 
issues, hollowing planning 
permission in December 
last year, it has now been 
knocked down to make way 
for four new Council homes 
for social renting, and three 
for private sale to pay for 
the development. 

David Larkin, a 
member of the North and 
South Defoe Residents’ 


Association, accompanied 
other association members 
and Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, to the Aikin Court 
site to see the progress of 
demolition works. 

He said: “The residents’ 
association has worked 
hard in partnership with the 
Council to get new homes 
for social rent at Aikin 
Court. We’re delighted to 
see that work is now under 
way at the site.” 

Cllr Glanville added: 
“Despite highly challenging 
financial circumstances, we 
are committed to delivering 
new Council homes for 
social renting at sites large 
and small across Hackney. 

“Amid the housing 
crisis, it’s vital that councils 
find new ways to pay for 
social rented homes to be 
built, seeing as there is no 
government funding for 
them anymore.”

COMMUNITY 
growing area 
and new leisure 
facilities are set to 
transform the landscape of 
a Hackney park. 

Tree-planting and 
landscaping are due to 
begin this month to sculpt 
the mainly flat grass plain 
of Mabley Green into 
rolling orchards and a food 
growing area. 

This will be managed 
by local people and it is 
hoped the crops could 
supplement the diets of 
hundreds of residents. 

The project will also 
see a new all-weather 
pitch installed; a new play 
area designed for children 
on the autistic spectrum; 
natural play facilities and 
an ecology area. 

Hundreds of trees will 


also be planted across the 
park, improving the site’s 
biodiversity and landscape. 

The funding for the 
biodiversity improvements 
and natural play facilities 
is coming from The 
Veolia Environmental 
Trust, which was 
awarded £36,000 
through the Landfill 
Communities Fund. 

The growing project 
was spearheaded by 
the Mabley Green User 
Group (MGUG), a group 
of residents who live near 
to the site in Homerton 
Road, who suggested the 


idea to the Council before 
helping develop the plans. 

Partnerships were 
also formed with local 
organisations, including 



Sanctuary Housing, the 
Thamesmead Estate 
Working Party, and the 
London Orchard Project. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Health, 
Social Care and Culture, 
said: “Mabley Green is set 
to be transformed by this 
exciting new project. The 
food growing area will be 
a place where people of all 
ages and backgrounds can 
meet up, have fun, learn, 
and enjoy planting and 
tending trees and shrubs, 
before later enjoying the 
fruits of their labour.”

Hackney projects benefit from 
over £25.7m lottery funding 

OVER £25.7million of National Lottery funding has been 
awarded to projects across Hackney in the past year. 
Some 276 lottery grants were given out in the borough 
during 201 5, including: £1 0,000 to Millfields Community 
School, E5, to create a safe outdoor play area; £9,900 to 
Hackney City Farm, E2, to build a resource store; £5,282 
to the Huddleston Centre, E5, to install non-slip covering 
on internal and external stairs to make the building 
more accessible for users; and £31 1 ,664 to Hackney 
Pirates, E8, to provide after-school educational activities 
for children, aged nine to 1 2-years-old, who are under 
achieving at school. 

The above projects, or any other organisation that has 
received National Lottery funding, are now eligible to 
enter this year’s National Lottery Awards. 

Last year, Hackney education charity The Ministry 
of Stories was voted the UK’s best arts project, and 
received £2,000 cash at its Hoxton headquarters. 
National Lottery Awards are given across seven 
categories: sport, heritage, arts, environment, health, 
education and voluntary/charity.

It was the end of the 
Second World War and 
Solly, a 14-year-old Polish 
Jew, was one of the ‘lucky’ 
ones. He had been liberated 
from the Theresienstadt 
concentration camp, in 
Czechoslovakia, and 
was to be taken to a 
new life in England. 

Against all odds, he had 


KEY FACT 

It is estimated that 
11 million people 
died in the Holocaust 
between the years 
1939 and 1945 


survived the Nazi’s 
murderous mission to 
exterminate the entire 
Jewish population, and 
the other ‘undesirables’, of 
Europe. Nearly 7 million 
Jews, including his entire 
extended family, had not. 

Solly, now in his 80s, 
had grown up in Eastern 
Poland, with his mother, 
father and sisters, and was 
just nine-years-old when 
war broke out in 1939. 

When the Nazis came to 
his village Solly and a sister 
managed to escape but, 
tragically, he was forced to 
abandon her when she was 
caught by a Polish farmer. 

Solly, alone and still not 
yet a teenager, survived for 
months on the run ‘trying 
to find food, trying to 
stay hidden’, before 
he was captured 
and imprisoned by 
the Nazis. 

He was sent to four

regime, as well as to all those 
who have been murdered in 
genocides since. 

This year’s event had the 
theme ‘Don’t Stand By’. The 
service heard from Year 10 
students of The Urswick 
School, who described 
what they had learned from 
studying the Holocaust. 

One pupil said: “War is 
never the answer; violence 
is never the answer; torture 
is never the answer. We all 
wish, hope, dream and pray 
[that we can] overcome fear, 
injustice and violence.” 

Reflections also came 
from Cllrs Harvey Odze 
and Ian Sharer. Cllr Odze 
told the room: “Racism 
and extremism are not 
confined to a political ideal 
or geographical place. 

When you see something 
happening, you must stand 
up and be counted.” 

He added: “Hackney 
is one of the most diverse 


places in the country and 
I am proud that we live in 
harmony in this borough.” 

Cllr Sade Etti, Speaker 
of Hackney, added: 
“Goodness often 
begins in small steps 
and heroes evolve.” 

She finished with a 
quote from Martin Luther 
King: “Even if I knew that 
tomorrow the world would 
go to pieces, I would still 
plant my apple tree.” 

Also included in the 
service were songs by the

labour camps, including 
Buchenwald and then later 
Theresienstadt - the setting 
of a Nazi propaganda film 
depicting a ‘model Jewish 
settlement’ and which also 
served to dupe visiting Red 
Cross workers. 

In fact, tens

conflict was viewed within 
Hackney itself. 

‘The Art of War: Posters 
and Propaganda from the 
First World War’ opens on 
23 February and features 
over 30 original recruitment 
posters donated to the 
borough in 1924 by then- 
MP for Hackney, Leonard 
Benjamin Franklin. 

These same posters 
appeared across the 
borough during the war, 
while recruitment offices 
were set up in public 
buildings, often signing up 
hundreds of local men in a 


single day. 

The 10 th Battalion 
County of London 
Regiment headquarters, 
for example, was set up 
near Mare Street, where 
the Hackney Service Centre 
stands today. In Hackney, 
Shoreditch and Stoke 
Newington around 27,000 
men responded to the 
recruitment campaigns and 
signed up to serve. 

The posters used to recruit 
these men show a country 
united in battle. In one, 
entitled ‘Step Into Your 
Place’, men of all trades - 
some carrying pitchforks 
and others wearing bowler 
hats - march together 
into the horizon, slowly 
transforming into soldiers 
bearing bayonets. 

Another, emblazoned 
with the words, ‘Women 
Of Britain Say ‘Go!’ shows 
how advertisers aimed

their efforts at women, 
encouraging them to send 
their men off to war. The 
poster shows them proud 
and helpless, watching their 


men disappear overseas. 

The reality, however, was 
often quite different, and the 
results closer to home. 

The first bomb to fall in 


London during the First 
World War exploded in the 
garden of The Nevill Arms, 
Stoke Newington, on 30 
May 1915. 

Around 350 conscientious 
objectors (individuals who 
claimed the right to refuse 
to perform military service) 
are known to have lived in 
what is now the borough 
of Hackney. And far from 
helpless, women proved 
instrumental to the war 
effort, stepping into paid 
work to a far greater degree 
and across a wider range of 
jobs than ever before. 

Commenting on the 
exhibition, Cllr Jonathan 
McShane, Cabinet Member 
for Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “Thousands 
of men signed up to serve 
in the First World War and 
millions lost their lives. 

The war had a devastating 
impact on families and local 


communities, changing the 
area and the world forever. 

“At a time of national 
commemoration, Hackney 
is giving people an 
opportunity to understand 
more about how people 
were recruited to fight, while 
learning about those who 
objected to the war.” 

In March, a second 
exhibition called ‘Not In 
My Name’ is set to open 
at Hackney Archives, 
focused on the borough’s 
conscientious objectors 
and their experiences 
after compulsory military 
conscription was introduced 
in March 1916.

That’s how 
lots of poor young 
people are made to feel,” 
says Viv Albertine, former 
guitarist with iconic punk 
band The Slits. 

Adding: “I failed my 
eleven plus exams and after 
that I was basically written 
off. I wrote myself off too. 
No young person should 
be made to feel that way. 
Whatever happens, you can 
always claw it back. And 
sometimes, making mistakes 
is the making of you.” 

Viv grew up on a council 
estate in Muswell Hill. 

Her parents went through 
what she describes as ‘a 
terrible separation’, she 
failed those exams and was 
feeling aimless when, at a 
babysitter’s house and in 
front of a record player, 
everything changed. 

“I heard the B-side of 
‘Can’t Buy Me Love’, by 
The Beatles,” she says. 
Adding: “It had this urgency, 
this ordinariness to it that I 


could absolutely relate to. 

I’d never heard anything like 
this before. In that moment, 
everything was transformed 
for me. I’ve never really 
looked back.” 

Outlets for her music 
passion were, however, few 
and far between. She says: 
“It was very unusual for a 
girl to be so mad on music. 
The music classes at school 
were all classical. I would 
scan the backs of records 
looking for signs that girls 
had been involved in their 
making, and see how they’d 
managed it. But their roles 
were always clerical, or 
making the tea.” 

The only jobs that seemed 
possible to the young 
Viviane, she says, were 
‘being a policewoman, or 
a primary school teacher. 
That’s what young girls 
grew up to be’. She didn’t 
want to be either. 

So after school, she went 
to art school, where two 
role models changed her 
life. First, there was Johnny 
Rotten from the Sex Pistols. 

Viv recalls: “I saw the Sex 
Pistols perform and that was 
the moment I thought: I’m 


going to buy a guitar. 

“They were boys, but 
otherwise they were just 
like me. Johnny was from a 
North London estate, and 
everything I was ashamed 
of, they turned upside down 
and made a virtue of.” 

The second was 
fashion designer Vivienne 
Westwood. Viv says: “I 
used to go to her shop and 
was blown away by this 
strong woman. 

“I’d never met or even 
seen a woman doing 


something powerful before. 
And she’d had no training. 

I thought: if she can make 
clothes out of old cast-offs, 
clothes where the seams 
show, whose mistakes are 
celebrated, maybe I can do 
the same with music.” 

Emboldened, Viv joined 
The Slits in 1977. The 
band came to be seen as a 
defining element of the punk 
movement. At the time, 
however, their rebellion was 
not easy. 

Viv recalls: “We were 


four girls, punks at a time 
when punk wasn’t cool. We 
were shocking to the status 
quo. DJs wouldn’t play our 
music, it was dangerous for 
us to get on the tube or walk 
down the street. 

“But I felt like I’d finally 
found myself. I finally 
looked like the person I felt 
inside. I was wearing my 
identity like a billboard. And 
because we had each other, 
we felt strong. We were like 
little warriors.” 

And then, five years 
later in 1982, it was over. 

She says: “We’d had our 
moment, and Britain had 
moved on to the next big 
thing. It was agony, all the 
friends who’d only been 
hanging about because I was 
in a band disappeared. I’d 
never really been bothered 
what my medium was, 
as long as I could express 
myself. I looked around, and 
the next exciting medium 
seemed to be film.” 

So Viv spent ‘a very 
lonely, very hard period’, 
building up a portfolio, 
applied to film school 
and then studied a degree 
course, during which, she 


says: “I had to learn to use a 
completely different part of 
my brain.” 

It was, however, worth 
it. A successful career as a 
director followed. Then, in 
2009, she began performing 
again as a solo artist, touring 
the UK and USA and 
releasing a solo album, ‘The 
Vermilian Border’, in 2012. 

Today, living in Hackney 
with her daughter, it is 
writing that excites her 
most. In 2014, her memoir 
was published to critical 
acclaim, and she is currently 
working on a second book. 

She says: “I had always 
felt like I was a bit of a 
dabbler, but in the process 
of writing I discovered that 
all the things I’d done were 
interconnected and valuable. 

“I think many girls are 
terrified of failure. Boys are 
raised to pick themselves 
up and carry on. It wasn’t 
till I wrote the book that I 
realised how important all 
my failures had been. Even 
though society had told me 
over and over again how 
wrong my choices were, I 
was right to follow my own 
wiggly path.”

Council plans to use 
the money to rejuvenate 
Mark Street Gardens, a 
busy lunch spot in the heart 
of Shoreditch, have been 
shortlisted for the funding. 

Now it needs the public 
vote to secure the cash for 
the project. 

Either £8,000, £10,000 
or £12,000 is available 
from the Tesco Bags of 
Help Grant Scheme, which 
sees money raised by the 
plastic bag tax directed 
into community projects, 


depending on the amount 
of votes cast for the project. 

The works - which 
will be carried out by 
volunteers - are set to 
include the installation of 
new, and refurbishment of 
existing, seating to cater for 
those who use the park to 
lunch and picnic. 

Other proposed works, 
depending on the amount 
of money won, are set to 
include the refurbishment 


of a decorative water 
fountain; the installation 
of a circular bench 
around one of the park’s 
monuments; and 
sub-tropical planting which 
will take advantage of the 
park’s unusual sheltered 
micro-climate. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care 
and Culture, said: “I’m 
delighted our project has 


been picked by Tesco. 

Mark Street Gardens is 
a wonderful little pocket 
of calm and green in the 
heart of one of London’s 
busiest and most built-up 
areas, and is widely used 
by residents and workers to 
relax and enjoy lunch. 

“At the minute there 
is not enough seating to 
meet demand and these 
improvements would not 
only allow more people 
to enjoy the park but also 
improve the look of it.” 

Residents can vote in 
Tesco stores from 27 
February until 6 March. 
Works on the park are due 
to start in April.

Get a grant to clean Hackney 

RESIDENTS who roll up their sleeves and clean up their 
community could be given £1 ,500 for their hard work. 
Applications have opened for the Mayor of London’s 
2016 Capital Clean-up scheme, which awards grants to 
Londoners to spruce up their neighbourhood. 

This year, in honour of the Queen’s 90th birthday, 1 00 
clean-up kits are also available, containing litter pickers, 
gloves and rubbish bags. 

Last year, a record 4,600 volunteers took part in the 
annual scheme, clocking up a collective 17,000 hours of 
work and cleaning up parks, streets, estates, residential 
areas and waterways. This year, further efforts will be 
focused around the ‘Clean for the Queen’ weekend of 
4 to 6 March.

A Hackney cafe has been fined £1 ,700 for dumping 
rubbish in the street. 

The owners of Hackney Bureau, E8, pleaded guilty to 
three charges of fly tipping at Thames Magistrates Court 
on 22 January. Council officers found bags of rubbish 
dumped outside the building on Mare Street on three 
separate occasions. 

Cllr Feryal Dermici, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods 
and Sustainability, said: “Our staff do a great job keeping 
Hackney’s streets clean, but we need businesses to 
do their bit too. That means making sure their rubbish 
is collected by an authorised waste carrier instead of 
dumping it on the street.”

kney beer made with stale bread, and help tackle food waste 


A HACKNEY brewery has 
performed a small miracle: 
turning unwanted bread 
into beer. 

Toast Ale, which launched 
on 25 January, has been 
developed by Hackney 
Brewery and the food waste 
charity Feedback. It collects 
surplus bread from bakeries 
and delis in the area, before 
mashing it into breadcrumbs, 


and brewing them 
with malted barley, hops 
and yeast. 

The toasted bread is said 
to ‘add caramel notes that 
balance the bitter hops’, 
giving a malty taste similar to 
amber ales and wheat beers. 

Its makers hope the 
beer, which is available 
from retailers, pubs and 
restaurants, will help to 


reduce wastage from the 24 
million slices of bread thrown 
away every day in the UK. 

Tristram Stuart, Feedback 
founder, said: “Tackling the 
global issue of food waste has 
taken me all over the world. 
We hope to eventually put 
ourselves out of business. The 
day there’s no waste bread 
is the day Toast Ale can no 
longer exist.” 


In the meantime, the 
beer costs £3 for a 330ml 
bottle and all profits will 
be ploughed back into the 
charity, which aims to halve 
food waste by 2030, after it 
reported that 15 million tons 
of food are wasted every year 
across the UK.

New user-led health training 

A NEW project aims to give individuals the power to 
influence and improve healthcare.

Strategy for tackling FGM 

THE Council and the City and Flackney Safeguarding 
Children’s Board have joined forces with health services 
and the police to develop an action plan to tackle Female 
Genital Mutilation (FGM) locally. 

The meeting took place on 6 February to coincide with the 
International Day of Zero Tolerance for FGM. 

The long-term aim of the action plan is to promote the 
welfare of girls and women by reducing FGM through 
understanding the issue locally, and providing support to 
those who need it the most. 

The strategy also includes the importance of training key 
professionals, who are likely to come into contact with 
those who may be at risk of FGM, and what actions they 
should take to protect them. A directory of health and 
support services available to those affected by FGM is also 
set to be developed.

Homerton hospital scientists recognised with the Queen’s Ebola Medal 



TWO Homerton hospital 
scientists have received 
a prestigious honour in 
recognition of their work to 
fight Ebola in Sierra Leone. 

Microbiologists Korina 
Barnes and Shona Lewis 
volunteered to join the relief 
effort in West Africa last 
year, to combat an outbreak 
that killed almost 11,500 
people. Now back home, 


their bravery has been 
recognised with the Queen’s 
Ebola Medal for Service in 
West Africa. 

Korina said: “The call went 
out for volunteers and both 
myself and Shona decided to 
respond, supported by our 
managers at the hospital.” 

Shona added: “The 
teamwork was fantastic, 
but the experience was quite 


harrowing. We were working 
in a lab right next to where 
patients were being treated 
and were dying. 

“It was impossible to 
appreciate the scale of the 
crisis without witnessing 
it at first hand and seeing 
just how stretched the local 
resources really were. But 
the opportunity to help was 
amazing and the scale of the 


crisis humbled us all.” 

The medal is reserved for 
personnel who spent time in 
the region, taking an active 
part in the fight against the 
killer disease. 

Consultant Microbiologist, 
Dr Annette Jepson, said: 
“Korina and Shona are 
two very brave biomedical 
scientists of whom the 
Homerton should be proud.”

R SEARCH notes 
reated in the past 
y antiquarians 
tpeople with an 
interest in their local area 
- are an important part of 
the historical material held 
at Hackney Archives. One 
such researcher was Wynne 
Baxter (1844-1920), whose 
work on the history of 
Stoke Newington is still 
being used today. 

Wynne Edwin Baxter 
was born in 1 844, in Lewes, 
East Sussex, the eldest son 
of a printer and publisher. 
His life-long interest in local 
history may have stemmed 
from his father’s printing 
business, which published 
mainly local history and 
biographical books, as well 
as founding the Sussex 
Advertiser which is now the 
county’s oldest newspaper. 
Wynne studied law and at 


the age of 23 began his life 
as a solicitor. At some point 
he met Kate Bliss, who lived 
with her family in Mildmay 
Park. They fell in love and 
were married at St Mary’s 
Stoke Newington on 1 1 
June 1868. The marriage 
produced three boys and 
three girls, with two of the 
boys - Reggie and Frank - 
following their father into 
the legal profession. 

By 1 8 8 1 , the couple 
were living at 170 Stoke 
Newington Church Street, 
part of Church Row, all of 
which the family came to 
own or lease. They retained 
strong ties with Lewes, with 
Wynne serving as Alderman 
of the Borough until 1887 
and Reggie running the 
Sussex end of the legal firm. 

Amongst many other 
roles, Wynne held the post 
of coroner - first at Sussex, 
then East Middlesex and 
finally East London and 
the Tower of London - for 


44 years. During this time 
he presided over more 
than 38,000 inquests, 
including the inquiries into 
the Whitechapel murders 
of 1888-1891 ascribed 
to Jack the Ripper; the 
death of Joseph Merrick 
‘The Elephant Man’; the 
casualties of the Sidney 
Street Siege of 1911; the 
massive 1917 explosion at 
the Brunner-Mond TNT 
plant that destroyed much 
of Silvertown; and just six 
months later the deaths 
of those killed in the First 
World War air raids. 

Wynne’s interest in 
local history must have 
brought welcome relief 
from the horrors he often 


had to witness. His main 
antiquarian projects 
were transcribing the 
Stoke Newington parish 
registers of baptisms, 
marriages and burials; 
compiling biographies of 
the clergy; and recording the 
inscriptions on the graves 
and monuments in the old 
church and its churchyard. 
He also made copious 
notes on the history of 
Stoke Newington, possibly 
intending to publish a book 
on the subject, although this 
was never realised. 

Wynne also had a strong 
interest in literature and 
served for many years as 
chairman of the Stoke 
Newington Public Libraries 


Committee. He owned 
one of the country’s most 
valuable collections of the 
works of poet John Milton, 
including a large number 
of rare first editions, which 
was exhibited at the local 
library in December 1908 
to celebrate the 300th 
anniversary of the poet’s 
birth. Sadly the collection 
was broken up for auction 
after Wynne’s death on 1 
October, 1920. 

The Hackney and Stoke 
Newington Recorder of 
8 October recalled Baxter’s 
‘unbounded energy which 
he always displayed in 
all his undertakings’ 
and described him as ‘at 
all times courteous and 
accommodating, and ever 
ready with kindly sympathy 
and advice, and in his 
quiet unassuming way he 
endeared himself to all with 
whom he came in contact. 
Possessed of an even and 
jovial temper, he was suited 


for the position of coroner’. 

The Baxter collection 
of antiquarian notes 
was donated to Stoke 
Newington Reference 
Library, possibly when 
Frank died, in 1932. It was 
later transferred to Hackney 
Archives where it remains 
in regular use. Second son 
Reggie had run the Lewes 
end of the legal firm and 
today Mayo Wynne Baxter, 
formed in 2007 from a 
merger of May & Perkins 
and Wynne Baxter, still has 
offices across Sussex.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Chef Rhianne Birchmore said: “I have chosen to make brownies because they are 
simple to make even if you’re not a confident baker. I like brownies because of the 
softness in the middle and the crunchiness of the outside. You can also make them 
as chocolatey as you like and can make different flavours too.” 


Chocolate brownies 

Makes 10-15 


Preparation time 

30 mins 


Cooking time 

45 mins 


Ingredients 

•200g dark chocolate 

• 1 50g unsalted butter 

• 1 0Og milk or white chocolate (or a 
mix of both) 

• 1 25g dark muscovado sugar 

• 1 25g caster sugar 

• 4 eggs 

• 85g plain flour 

• 2tbsp cocoa powder 
•34 tsp salt. 


Method 

• Pre heat oven to 1 80C/350F/Gas 4 

• Place a saucepan with an inch of 
water onto the hob to simmer 

• Grease a baking tin (23cm/9in) and 


use some baking parchment 

• Chop the dark chocolate into small pieces. Place 
this and the butter in a mixing bowl on top of 
the saucepan of simmering water. Keep the 
heat low, the water shouldn't touch the bowl. 

Stir occasionally, and once melted remove from 
the heat 

• Once off the heat, stir in the sugar and 4 eggs. 
Whisk together until slightly bubbly 

• Sieve the flour, cocoa powder and salt in a 
separate bowl, then gradually fold into the 
chocolate mixture 

• Pour the mixture into a prepared tin and sprinkle 
the remaining chocolate chunks on top 

• Bake for 20-25 minutes. The brownies should still 
wobble slightly in the middle 

• Let the brownies cool in the tin then lift them out 
and cut them into squares. Store in an airtight 
container to eat when you're ready.

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Have your say on traffic calming measures in London Fields 


RESIDENTS are being 
reminded to take part in a 
consultation to determine 
what traffic calming 
measures, if any, should be 
introduced to the London 
Fields area. 

The Council had planned 
to trial a road filtering 
scheme early this year, 
which would have closed 
13 junctions to through- 
traffic, as part of the 
consultation process. 

However, in response to 
local concerns and high 
levels of public interest, the 
Council announced it would 
undertake a consultation 
with residents before a 
decision is made on whether 
to proceed with any traffic 
schemes in the area. 

The options are: an area- 
wide scheme (ie the original 
proposal of a multi- junction 


closure to through-traffic); 
closure of Middleton Road 
only; a Lansdowne Drive 
bus gate with possible 
Middleton Road closure; a 
Middleton Road width- 
restriction only; and other 
suggestions from residents. 

The revised consultation is 
open until 27 March. 

A series of drop-in 
sessions will be held this 
month, at which residents 


can talk to officers about the 
options.
